The  local  newspaper,  suiting  its 
policy  to  the  predominently  ageing  electorate,  pursued  a  violently 
anti  fluoride  line  and  even  attacked  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as 
a  fanatic.  Much  of  the  propaganda  was  designed  to  throw  doubts 
i+u6  can?P'e^ence  anc^  indeed  the  honesty  of  the  country’s  public 
health  advisers  and  much  of  it  was  anonymous.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  the  large 
open  air  pool  in  Lymington  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  fully  || 
described  in  the  1959  report.  jj 

The  bath  is  open  only  during  the  summer  season  and  is 
filled  with  water  from  the  Lymington  River  at  high  water.  It  is 
topped  up  from  the  same  source  as  necessary.  The  salinity  is 
approximately  50%  of  sea  water. 

No  filtration  takes  place  but  a  pump  circulates  the  water 
continuously  at  the  rate  of  3.600  gallons  per  hour  to  which  chlorine 
is  added  at  the  rate  of  30  parts  p>er  million. 

Improvements  to  the  dressing  accommodation  will  be  made 
during  the  Autumn  1964. 

The  bath  was  kept  closely  under  observation  throughout  the 
season  and  the  water  regularly  tested  by  Tintometer  to  check  the 
chlorine  content.  55  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory;  1  of  these  samples  was  unsatisfact¬ 
ory,  B  Coli  type  1  being  found  at  a  rather  high  level  but  with  this 
exception  all  the  reports  were  satisfactory  for  a  pool  of  this  nature.

SANITARY  C1RCU1VI STANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

In  submitting  this  section  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s 
report  I  wish  again  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  me  during 
the  year  and  in  particular  Dr.  McNab  for  his  support  and  guidance 
and  Mr.  Jenkins  who  as  my  deputy  has  continued  to  be  most 
helpful. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support. 

New  legislation  during  the  last  three  or  four  years  has 
given  added  responsibilities  to  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
has  resulted  in  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  duties  of  the 
Inspectors.  Surveys  and  reports  on  applications  for  Standard 
Grants,  the  supervision  of  caravan  sites  and  meat  inspection  at 
the  slaughterhouse  all  take  a  considerable  amount  of  time,  work 
on  meat  inspection  in  particular  is  rapidly  increasing.  The  new 
Act  relating  to  Offices  and  Shops  is  likely  to  give  rise  to  problems

LYMINGTON  TOWN’S  SUPPLY 

The  undertaking  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  the  following  details  were  obtained  from  his 
department. 

The  Year  1963  has  shown  a  slight  increase  in  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  water  to  a  total  136,557,000  gallons  of  which  36,126,458 
gc  lions  were  supplied  for  industrial  purposes. 

The  Undertaking  has  benefited  during  the  year  by  the 
automatic  running  of  Plant  and  it  was  the  first  complete  year  of 
this  method  of  working,  and  as  a  result.,  considerable  economies 
were  made  in  the  operating  costs  of  the  Undertaking. 

The  distribution  system  in  the  Waterford  area  was  consider¬ 
ably  improved  by  the  laying  of  a  new  6"  main  from  Rookes  Lane 
to  All  Saints  Road,  giving  a  better  circulation  of  water  in  the 
Stanley  Road  district. 

Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  connection  with  the 
relatively  high  iron  content  of  the  water  and  consideration  has 
been  given  to  various  means  of  reducing  the  quantity  of  iron.  It  is 
hoped  in  the  near  future  to  give  further  consideration  to  some 
form  of  filtration.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACT  AND  REGULATIONS 

In  1963  there  were  4  registered  dairies,  70  registered  distrib¬ 
utors  of  milk  in  the  Borough  and  4  pasteurising  establishments. 
Three  of  these  establishments  pasteurise  under  the  Holder  Process 
and  the  other  has  a  H.T-S.T.  plant.  In  the  former  cases  the  milk  is 
retained  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  145°F  and  not  more  than 
150  F  for  at  least  30  minutes  and  in  the  latter  the  milk  is  retained  at 
a  temperature  of  not  less  than  161  °F  for  at  least  15  seconds,  in  both 
methods  the  milk  is  required  to  be  immediately  cooled  to  below  50 °F 
Powers  of  licensing  have  been  delegated  to  this  authority  by 
the  County  Council  and  the  plants  and  premises  are  subject  to  in¬ 
spection  by  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  are  taken  at  least  once  monthly  from  each  pasteur¬ 
ising  establishment  and  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Labor¬ 
atory,  Boscombe.

The  Phosphatase  failures  were  due  to  the  plant  thermometers 
giving  inaccurate  readings  resulting  in  the  milk  being  under  pasteur¬ 
ised.  The  Methylene  Blue  failures  indicated  some  defect  in  the 
bottle-washing  plant,  and  in  one  case  the  addition  of  a  water 
softener  to  the  water  seemed  to  have  the  desired  effect.  Advice  on 
ohe  proper  use  of  the  detergent  and  the  temperature  of  the  water 
was  found  to  be  necessary,  in  one  particular  case  the  boiler  itself 
was  worn  out  and  in  need  of  replacement.  Samples  of  washed  bottles 
confirmed  that  the  Methylene  Blue  failures  were  due  to  some  defect 
in  the  bottle  washing  process.  Out  of  12  samples  taken,  5  were 
unsatisfactory. 

From  information  received  from  the  Divisional  Executive 
Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  there  are  37 
milk  producers  in  the  Borough,  all  of  whom  hold  Tuberculin  Tested 
licences. 

MEAT,  SLAUGHTERHOUSES,  FOOD  STORES,  etc. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  sited  in 
Sky  End  Lane,  Hordle.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  table  which  follows 
there  hgs  been  a  considerable  increase  in  throughput  during  the 
last  few  years  and  nearly  66%  increase  over  1962. 

100%  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  has  been  possible 
since  the  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963.  All 
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meat  inspection  duties  are  carried  out  by  my  deputy,  Mr.  Jenkins 
and  by  Mr.  Tomkins,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  both  of 
whom  at  times  are  required  to  work  outside  the  normal  office  hours.
